Marked changes have taken place in snapdragon culture during the past 5 years. With the introduction of new 
hybrid types, wider choice of colors and faster responding varieties as a result of increased research on this crop, 
snapdragons have become almost as versatile as mums in the year-round growing schedule. Single stem culture 
together with improved hybrid types have enabled many growers to plan a 12-month production program which 
has resulted in increased profits. Here are a few points to consider in planning a year-round program: 

l1—Use a loose, porous, steam-sterilized soil with about 1/4 peat moss by volume to which 4 or 5 lbs. of superphos- 
phate are added per 100 sq. ft. 

2—Seed should germinate in about 7 days at 65 to 70 deg. F., the medium uniformly moist. 

3—Bench directly from seedling flats, about 3 weeks from the sowing date. 

4—-When benching space single stem crops 4 x 5 inches and pinched crops 6 x 8 inches. Some growers use 8 x 8 
spacing for Feb. and Mar. crops when light intensity is low. 

S—Night temperatures of 50 deg. with a drop gradually to 45 degree during the last month of the crop is practiced 
by many growers. 

6—Maintain a level of about 20 ppm nitrogen and potash (Spurway) during early growth stages. Taper off nitrogen 
when spikes appear. Liquid feeding of winter crops is suggested at 15-30-15, 20-20-20, etc, at 1 oz. in 5 gal. of water 
every two weeks. Heavier feeding is practiced during the summer.

SAGA 


Fibrous Begonias are a necessity item for spring bed- 
ding sales. They are used extensively in combination 
work and are also popular house plants throughout 
the year. 

Production from seed is simple. January sowing 
produces plants for spring bedding work. The fine 
seed is lightly pressed into a sterilized fibrous medium. 
The seed is kept moist, not covered, and germinates 
best at 60 to 70 degrees. An economical method has 
been to shift the seedlings to flats spaced 2 x 2 inches 
and grow them on until they become crowded. Then 
transfer to 3- or 4-inch pots. 

Potting soil should contain one part peat, one part 
sand and one part soil—a fibrous medium that will 
not pack is essential. To keep the plants moving, a 
temperature of 60 degrees is best. The plants do well 
in shade or full sun, but are best shaded during the 
summer. 5; : 

Try monthly sowings from August to March for a 
constant supply to meet your customer’s demand.
